BOSTON, Mass., April 25.— That 
the course of the doomed liner Ti­ 
tanic lay through miles of “small 
ice” for hours before she struck the 
fatal berg when she was running at 
more than twenty knots an hour, was 
the statement of Captain Lord of the 
Leyland liner Californian, in an in - 1 
terview given the United Press to­ 
day. 
“ We wore directly in the wake of 
the Titanic the night of the wreck,” I 
said Captain lx>rd, “and about fif­ 
teen or eighteen miles behind her. 
The Titanic struck between IO and 
l l o’clock, At 6 we began running 
into the fields. 
“ We had made about ten miles 
when dark came down quickly and 
we had to stop completely, for the 
bergs got larger every foot we went. 
The ice field was at least ten miles 
square and may have been two or 
three times that size. Our outlooks 
— I ordered two men to the crow’s 
nest about 7:30— could not see the 
edge of it.”
